The circumstances of the several districts — during the past 
year have been of that peculiar nature that it has been impossible 
lo keep up a correct systenr of returns, or to enter into any more 
complete organization than the previous year presented. 

e condition of the public arms is no worse, but I cannot say 

that itis much better since my last report. I take pleasure in say- 
ng, however, that\under the energetic direction of your agent, 
Col. HB. Clawson;'the Arsenal is 1 excellent progress, and 
wth “present prospects, will be completed in three months. In 
‘pie ot all the efforts of ‘your Excellency and General Wells to se* 
cure for’home’ consumption, all the ammunition that has been 
ought in here,’ asad scarcity has still to be reported. Notwith- 
‘anding this, however, much improvement has been made in the 
private ‘stores of the volunteer companies the Territo- 
J Several: times have I communicated with the Adjutant Gen- 
wal’s Department at Washington, on the subject of arms and the 
ecessityof' a liberal distribution to this Territory. The answer 
had had our quota, that was the 12 Pdr. Howitzer, 
Wtheiyears 1851) and’1852. I'need not tell you that except for

the purpose of salutes, this distribution was almost eqnal to noth- 
ing, for present defence.

This is the more likely to continue as, though fire arms generally 
are at a discount, the only guns that have the merit of true shoot- 
ing at any distance demand a serious advance upon easter pri- 
ces. | 
The history of the Military Department of the Territory for the 
past year presents little better than a continued scene of trouble 
and suspense. In April the eccentricities. of the. subtle chief, 
Walker, created some little excitement in the southe . u settlements, 
and war was anticipated. The affair blew over through the tme- 
ly interference of your Excellency, as you were then «near the 
place of anticipated trouble. On the 18th of July, war waa pro- 
laimed by some of the, unruly scrub, chiefs of the. Utahs, and 
blood was shed. -Nineteen white men since the commencement 
have fallen by the hands of the Indians, among whom, were seven 
of the engineering party, including Capt. Gunnison. of theU. 6 
Army, These troubles have had the effect of showing. us our que 
position, and the necessity of making ourselves secure and pre- 
paring for defence. Much destruction of property however, bas 
teen occasioned, and though the loss sustained through the thefts 


of the Indians was great, it was but a fraction compared to the 


_ general losses. The improvements made in the frontier settle- 


ments were as a general thing, through necessity, torn away, 
aterials for fortifying had to. be obtained at a very 
Lhe average lossin my opinion will not be less than rom.one hun- 
red and fifty, to two hundred dollars.to, each adult male person 
the Territory.

urged the wreaking of a feeble revenge upun a fleet and fleeing 
enemy, and leaving their homes and grain exposed, the former to — 
be plundered by ambushed squads of the enemy; .and the latter to 
return to the earth that gave it. 
_ Whatever may be the finale of the present difficulties, more ef- 
fectual measures will have to be taken to prevent future calamities. 
In giving instructions to the various district commanders, who 
have been called to take the lead in almost every matter, especially 
ot the frontiers, since the.commencement of hostilities, we have 
never yet been able to represent the true position they held towards 
the Indians. Pending in the U. S. Supreme Court for the Terri- 
tory, is now @ question which, when decided, may probably en- 
lighten us some. If they decide the jurisdiction of the United 
States over the Territory as Indian country, our situation becomes 
amost precarious one; and all the positions we have hitherto as- 
sumed have been false. If on the other hand, the sole right of 
legislation is reserved to the Territory for her domains, then our 
position will be more properly understood, and the legislature will 
‘now how to make provisions that may put a stop to a continued 
swene of plunder and bloodshed. That the General Government 
and the people of Utah, under their provisions, hold the Territory, 
md have a right to full and exclusive jurisdiction over it, by right 
of discoverpand conquest, is the apparant rational doctrine, and 
the doctrine supported by the Statutary provisions of Government, 
ud the rulings and precedents of Courts. But that the same’ 
principles of humanity which have directed and ‘afterwards con- 
trolled the treaties of the General Government with the primeval 
sessors of the soil, should extend their penign and pacifying 
influence over the degraded race that hold the native pre-emption’ 
nght to this Great Basin, at least seems consistent. The continu-’ 
ance or cessation of hostilities depends much upon the settlement of” 
this question, The ordinances*framgd and passed by the Provi- 
onal Government. of Deseret, had their influence.in their time in 
regulating trade with the Indians. This influence, however, arose 
nore from the moral preservative doctrine that the people received 
né understood, than through the power and legality of the ordi< 
nances themselves.

It would seem that some combined effort, under suitable regula- 
tions, would be salutary, either to make large enclosures, or pro- 
vide suitable herding; which as yet has not been done among us.

New Mexico, whose ostensible ab- 
ject was to:trade with Indians, Finding that they had guns and 
ammunition which. they intended to dispose of to the Indians, and 
knowing, from former transactions, that they not only furnis® 
them. with munitions of war, bat.also incited them to it, by 
ting that.we had. not afforded them sufficient compensation 


their lands; and. that.our stook should! free to 
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rade off their children, as was their custom previous 'to’our set 
tlement in these valleys; these and numerous other fuets of a sim- 
ilar tendency being’ elicited, in addition to their own boast’ that 
they cared nothing for Jaw, and would not be restrained from‘any 
uit which they chose to follow; and believing that it was dan- 
yerous to the peace of the Territory, to permit them to roam at 
large in our settlements, or among the Indians contiguous thereto, 
[issued my Proclamation directing their arrest, with strict guard 
to be kept over them, until such times as their purposes with the 
Indians could be frustrated. 
For a time this seémed to have the desired “effect; and, if hostil- 
ities had actually been designed, served to postpone, at least’ for 
atime, any outbreak. The Indians however, in making their an- 
nual visit, which transpired subsequently, manifested a turbulent 
spirit; and although evidently aiming to conceal it, plainly showed 
that they had been tampered with, and that their feelings. were 
very different than upon former visits. Subsequent events have 
proved, if any proof was wanting, that these were the facts in the 
ease, for they had: searcely left the strongest settlements, before | 
they commenced by killing one man, and driving off a few cattle; 
imce which time they have contmued to make depredatory incur- 
sons upon the: settlements, killing the citizens and driving’ off 
stock, whenever opportunity occurred. 
During the late troubles, twelve of our citizens have been killed 
#different times, and many wounded; and seven of the exploring 
party, including the lamented Captain Gunnison, have been kil! 
| mothe Sevier. About an equal number of Indians are st ed 
have been killed. Much property ‘has also been destroyed, and 
much time spent in guarding, on expeditions, carrying expresses, 
4e., and between 350 and 400 head of cattle and horses, have 
ben killed and driven off.

There has also been granted unto Phinehas H. Young and Brig- 
ham H. Young,a right to build bridges across Weber river and Bear 
river east, with the privilege to take tol] thereon, and also to fer- 
ry across the Weber until such times as the water should be Jow 
enough to erect the ridge. In this solitary case no bonds: were 
deemed necessary, Owing to the fact that the bridges were to. be 
built to the acceptance of the Territorial Commissioner. . The sub- 
ject of this grant, and propriety of its repeal is at present before 
scommittee of the Council. 
In all of the. first three of these grants, itis provided that if the 
tees shall fail to establish ferries in accordance with said acts, 
the Governor may appoint some other person or persons to establish 
thesame. It would appear by these facts that these grants to indi- 
riduals were sufficiently guarded, and persons holding them, are 
now actually liable in any court having jurisdiction for any viola- 
ion of the rights granted. 
There is also granted, rights to build toll bridges across Weber 
ud Ogden rivers to different individuals, with the privilege of 
recting ferries until the bridges can be built. - These bridges as 
vell as others which were granted, are to revert to the Territory 
tfter a given length of time, as also are the ferries above men- 


Sincerely believing that all of these grants have been given in 
wisdom, and that no sufficient reason exists why they should be 
lered or interfered with for the limited time which they have to 
rin, we do most respectfully suggest that no action is necessary 
orthose grants which have been made, and that the wisdom of 
the Governor and Legislative Assembly will be sufficient guaranty 
for such.as they may hereafter grant. | | 
Second—in relation to kanyons. 

We find by examination that the practice of granting the ex-— 
usive control of kanyons to responsible men, has been the policy 
Prigon from the earliest settlement in this valley bv the Legis- 
lve Assembly. Whether this policy has been, and is fraught in 
nsdom becomes the next subject of our consideration. 
Upon the general principle that all men are entitled to,and have a 
ightto the benefit of their labor,. we find sufficient reason why toll 
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should be required for making a road into kanyon orotilér Blan. 
That the control of the should = 
of judicious persons in order to preserve from-waste and’ nesdlen 
destruction, seems also a wise provision, the more especially whe, 
we consider its scarcity. If indeed, as represented by the petition- 
ers, it is absolutely given into the hands of monopoliste whoabuse 
the privileges thus bestowed, unquestionably there would be coum 
of complaint; but when we find the authority to controftimber 
and-regulate kanyons, is vested in the County Courts of the res 
pective counties, we feel convinced that any grievance upon these 
subjects may easily be remedied. Your committee do not‘consider 
that this authority could be more properly vested, and that this 

wer should be vested in the respective counties, for the conven- 
ence of the settlers in their various locations. We therefore re- 
port adversely to the passage of the bill under consideration, in } 
the firm belief that a sufficient remedy is provided for rg 
which may arise.”’
